her poultry meetings. 
Mrs. Temple sees in Comanche 
County possibilities for the exten­ 
sion of poultty raising, especially 
in the raising of more and better 
turkeys. She urges the following. 
First, the separation of the turkey 
and chicken flocks. 
Second, the raising of better birds 
getting away from the small breed 
to the larger one. 
Third, a permanent pasture for 
the turkeys. 
Fourth, fattening the turkeys be­ 
fore selling them. 
Mrs. Temple is also an advocate 
of more conveniences for the rural 
homes including the installation of 
running water, electric washing ma­ 
chines, Delco, or some other, electric 
lighting systems, hardwood, or other 
easily kept floors, modern kitchen 
* arrangements, and a car and truck 
on everv iarm. 
Mrs. Temple sees in the increased 
turkey 
production of this county, 
the means whereby the putting of 
these things to every rural home 
may be made possible. 
At the county 
wide community 
rally at Beattie' last Friday night 
the advisability of securing a lady 
as county home demonstration agent 
was discussed.
